"Warning: the Surgeon General 
has determined that cigarette 
smoking Is dangerous to your 
health." 


In a concession to cigarette 


makers, however, the bill bars 
the Federal Trade Commission 
from requiring the warning to 
be included In all printed adver- 
tising until July 1971. 


Sen. Frank E. Moss, D-Utah, 


said the FTC would be free to 
move after then if it determined 
the cigarette Industry was di- 
verting to the print media much 
of the $240 million It now spends 
on broadcast commercials. 


In Lexington, Ky., Jack Lew- 


yn, a spokesman for the Burley 
Tobacco Growers Cooperative 
Association, said it is doubtful 
the bill "will hurt cigarette 
sales very much since TV ad- 
vertising is largely a competi- 
tion among brands and by Its 
nature not intended to create 
new smokers:"

fered voluntarily to withdraw Its 
advertising some time ago. 
Thus the bill accomplishes what 
the cigarette industry said it 
would do voluntarily."

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O'Brien 
Return as 
Demo Chairman

WASHINGTON (AP) - Law- 


rence F. O'Brien, the premier 
professional of the Democratic 
party, Is headed for a return 
performance as its chairman— 
the choice of a consensus, not a 
sponsor. 


His credentials as a political 


pro made him the virtually In- 
dispenslble man to a party In 
desperate need of management 
—and money. 


But without a party mandate, 


he was not available. And he 
clearly saw none In Hubert H. 
Humphrey's original Invitation 
to resume the chairmanship he 
left nearly 14 months ago. 


Not until a cross-section of 


party leaders voted unanimous- 
ly to ask him back did O'Brien 
reverse his earlier refusal a,d 
agree to return to party head- 
quarters. 


O'Brien, 52, accepted no sa- 


lary during his earlier term as 
chairman and, presumably, will 
serve on the same basis now, 
drawing his income from 
the 


New York public relations firm. 


However, he agreed to serve 


as a full-time chairman. 


The Democrats finally settled 


on O'Brien because they had no 
one else available with the ex- 
perience and the contacts he 
has fashioned during more than 
30 years in politics. 


"The best elections man in 


tte business," the late Presi- 
dent John F& Kennedy called 
O'Brien, who served as director 
of his Senate and White House 
campaigns. 


He had the same role in Presi- 


dent Lyndon B. Johnson's 1964 
campaign. 


O'Brien then became post- 


master general— but only be- 
tween campaigns. Ten days aft- 
er Johnson announced he would 
not run again, O'Brien resigned 
to join the presidential cam- 
paign of the late Sen. Robert F. 
Kennedy. 


A month after Kennedy was 


assassinated, he took over man- 
agement of the Humphrey cam- 
paign. "He knows hlsbuslness," 
said H u m p h r e y , choosing 
O'Brien to be campaign manag- 
er and national chairman as 
well. 


O'Brien served as chairman 


until Jan. 14, 19G9, resigned to 
become president of a Wall 
Street brokerage house, left that 
to open a public relations firm. 


When Sen. Fred R. Harris of 


Oklahoma, who succeeded him 
as chairman, resigned the Job, 
Humphrey asked O'Brien to re- 
turn as chairman. But there 
were rumbles of dissent within 
the party, for lackof consulta- 
tion about the selection. 


And O'Brien said no, for lack 


of a consensus. 


When the 
party 
executive 


committee's 
Sunday 
meeting 


amounted 
to s t a l e m a t e , 


O'Brien'e name soon was back 
in the conversation, first as a 
possibility, then as a hope, then 
as a draftee. 
"Wo found that for the first 


time we arrived at unanimity," 
.said Jacob M. Arvoy, the veter- 
an Chicago Democratic leader, 
who presided. 
He telephoned 


O'Brien, told him of the draft, 
insisted it represented a consen- 
sus, appealed to him to take the 
job. 


And O'Brien, presented the 


kind of mandate he apparently 
#anted all along, agreed. 


An O'Brien associate said the 


iraft brought a deluge of tele- 
phone calls from party figures 
to the former chairman, urging 
him to accept. 


Among the most persuasive: 


Calls from some past Democrat- 
ic donors, to whom the party 
now is looking for help in over- 
coming an $8.3 million debt. 


O'Brien is Immune from the 


suspicion of personal political 
ambition which made trouble 
for 
Harris as chairman, and 


was in large measure tut tea- 
sou foi his resignation. 


"If 1 have any talent, it is In 


o r g a n i z i n g a campaign," 
O'Brien once said. 


There are parallels between 


tlifc current Democratic situa- 
tion and what the Republican 
parry faced six years ago, alter 
the landslide presidential defeat 
of Sen. Bai ry Goldwaiti .
